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1 . The election with traverse of Group I In the reply filed on May 2, 2006 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the grounds that the combination of searches for the 
three groups would not pose a serious burden. This is not found persuasive because 
the separate classifications of the three groups set forth on page 2 of the restriction and 
election of species requirement establishes a serious search burden. 

The requirement Is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Accordingly, claims 3-6 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to nonelected inventions, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. 

2. The election of species set forth on page 3 of the reply Is incomplete due to the 
lack of selection of a particular species of the claimed silicone compound (C) wherein 
the skeleton of the polyorganoslloxane comprising the silicone oil Is chosen from 
dimethylpolysiloxane, diphenylpolyslloxane or methylphenylpolysiloxane as described 
on page 7, lines 23-24 as well as the presence or absence of an affinity imparting 
organic substltuent disclosed on page 7, lines 25-28. If the presence of the affinity 
Imparting organic substltuent Is desired, a particular species should be identified from 
among the amino, epoxy, vinyl, mercapto, cartjoxyl, phenethyl, acryl, alkoxy, polyether, 
caprolactone, urelde or isocyanate group-substituted organic groups listed on 

page 8, lines 1-11. 
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The reply filed on May 2, 2006 is not fully responsive to the election of species 
portion of the restriction and election of species requirement mailed April 4, 2006 
(37 CFR 1.111).
